Owens said, and he was 
confident that before long the congress 
would be truly pan-American, which 
It could not really be so long as Can¬ 
ada was not a member.

In led. To rompleto tho effect, sandwiches 
made from tho Anal cooked ham were 
distributed to the delegates with cof¬ 
fee. .

Alberta Professor Discovers Medicine 
That Hastens Recovery Of 
Broken Bones 

Medicine to speed up recovery from 
broken bones Is the latest Idea In sur¬ 
gery. 

Hones consist largely of calcium 
phosphate, ami after a fracture, fresh 
quantities or this substance must be 
taken from the blood for the forma¬ 
tion of new bone. The healing pro¬ 
cess Is slow owing to the small quan¬ 
tity of calcium and phosphorus in the 
blood. 

Professor Colllp, of the University 
of Alberta, Edmonton, obtained from 
the parathyroid glands an extract 
which, when Injected or given by the 
mouth, increases the amount of both 
calcium and phosphate In the blood. 
The parathyroids are four small glands 
In the neck near the thyroid gland, or 
embedded in it

Time Gained By This Method Is From

Many market gardeners and homo 
gardeners sprout the seed potatoes 
before cutting Into sets. Tills is done 
by exposing tho tubers to the light for 
tw’o or more weeks before the dato of 
planting. Place eyq. end up in green¬ 
house flats or shallow boxes or even 
spread out on the barn floor, where 
tho temperature Is favorable to 
growth, and the light is good. Green 
sprouts will soon start and grow at a 
rate in keeping with the. warmth and 
light of tho location. It is desirable 
that these should be thick, plump and

Two Passengers a Minute Handled in

Psychologists have proven thut tho 
harder a man works tho less sleep ho 
requires, and thut if one goes without 
sleep three nights in .succession he 
will feel more tired on the second 
night than on-the third, all of whiqji 
leads to tho belief that wo sleep too 
much. During a recant test niuu peo¬ 
ple of each sex wont without sleep for 
eighty hours. At tho end of that 
time it was fouud tliut eight to ten 
hours’ sleep was sufficient to restore 
them to normal. Exercise and mod¬ 
erate eating helped the subjects of tho 
experiment to Uoep awake. They 
swam, ran. drove motor cars and play¬ 
ed games. After forty-five hours of 
wakefulness it was found very difficult 
to drive a motor car, but on tho third 
night drowsiness almost completely 
disappeared, and driving became com¬ 
paratively easy. Although physical 
strength declines as tho result of any 
serious loss of sleep, mental alertness 
is in no way dulled.
